Two Undergraduate Students from the Faculty of Fine Arts 

Three Graduate Students chosen as follows: 
One from a Diploma Program 
One from a Master's Program 
One from a Doctoral Program

Vice-Rector, and that the Senate from that time on be 
composed of the remaining forty-six (46) persons. 


It was noted that student representation, which presently 
stands at 32.2% and would be reduced to 24.5% under the propo- 
sal described in Doc US-85-6-D7, would amount, under this 
proposal, to 27.7% when the Senate has 47 members and to 28.3% 
when its membership is reduced to 46. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion recommending to the 
Senate that Article 37 be amended to read as follows:

The University Registrar 

The Dean of Students 

The Director of Libraries 

The Director of the Computer Centre 
The Assistant Vice-Rector, Academic 


5.2 Membership and Functions of Standing Committees of Senate 


It was noted that the requirement - that all members of Senate 
Committees be currently members of Senate would put heavy 
demands on the time of Senators who may have to participate in 
the work of two or more committees in addition to their con- 
tribution to the operation of the Senate and their other func- 
tions in the University. This requirement may also preclude 
the presence on the Committees of the specialists who are best 
qualified to debate the particular questions to be studied by 
the committees. 


Hence, Council unanimously adopted the following motion: 


The Engineering and Computer Science Faculty Council recom- 
mends to the Senate that, with the exceptions of the Steering 
Committee and the Appeals Committee, membership of the Senate 
Sub-Committees be not restricted to Senators.

- carry out other tasks as may be required of it by Senate.
